They are 
aware that if the clerk is lead 
ing a fast life the reporter wiil 
know something about it. Wives and 
husbands who want advice in domestic 
matters send for the reporter. Young girls 
who have doubts about the honesty of their 
lovera send for the reporter. Poople who 
imagine that they have been wronged and 
want recr+ss, send for the reporter. Moth- 
ers -who have strong-minded daughters send 
for the reporter when they think Miss Jane 
or Miss Mary, as the case may be, has fallen 
in love with a mau who is not fit to become 
her husband. 

Itis nutan uncommon thing for a re- 
porter to be called toa deathbed. In fact

: _ The Sewer System. 

A COMPARISON OF THE EATON AND 
LAMBIE PLANS. 

Los ANGreLes, Aug. 10.—[To the 
Editor of THe Times.| When an ordi- 
nance is once unanimously passed by 
the City Council, itis not generally the 
case that such ordinance is repealed by 
the same body a few months later with- 
out a good reason being given for such 
action, At a meeting of the present 
Council, held soon after its being in- 
stalled in office, the Eaton sewer sys- 
tem was adopted without a dissenting 
voice. 

Now there seems to be a disposition 
on the part ot some of the members to 
act contrarily to what they themselves 
did a few short months ago. Now, 
what is the reason for the change in 
the minds of these gentlemen? ‘here 
is a reason, of course, as there is for all 
action, be it good or bad; but it is no 
more than right and just that the pub- 
lic should know it. Mr. Fred Eaton, 
while City Surveyor, was ordered by 
the City Council to prepare plans 
of a sewer for this city. This was done 
after considerable preliminary work 
and careful study On the completion 
of the work two experts from the east, 
Messrs. Waring and ee gentle- 
men of acknowledged ability, were 
called in to look over the plans. They 
both approved the plans proposed by 
Mr. Eaton, which were unanimously 
adopted by the Council. The Mayor, 
however, as is well known, vetoed the 
ordinance on the ground that he 
wanted ‘‘more light on the subject.”’ 

The Council, wishing to give a matter 
of so much importance and one that 
would entail such a heavy indebted- 
ness on the city the most careful con- 
sideration, authorized the appointing 
of two local engineers at considerable 
cost to the city. Ihe gentlemen a 

inted were Mr. Jackson and Mr. 

ambie, our present City Surveyor. 
This committee approved of the plans 
without change, and received compen- 
sation for their services, which was 
proper that they should. 

The plan was, as I stated before, 
unanimously adopted by the present 
Council. e now have an adopted 
plan before the people. which has cost 
the city considerable money and has 
certainly been very thoroughly criti- 
sised, but approved of in every case. 
When the city has expended so much 
time and money in perfecting a plan 
which has been acknowled te be good, 
I ask you, Mr. Editor, is it reasonable 
that. they should throw them 
aside, or just to tax- 
payers that the money so judiciously 
expended should go for Mr. 
Lambie, who himself has indorsed the 
plans and received a compensation 
from the city for his services, now in 
the capacity of City Surveyor, offers a 
plan intended to accump!ish the same 
results, but which is at wide variance 
from his former judgment. Is it 1ea- 
sonable to suppose that the 
adopt his plans in the face of all thi 
without his demonstrating that his 
sewer is superior to the other, or at 
least worth more for the money? 
He did not suggest that Eaton’s out- 
fall be cut down at the time he was 
called upou for an opinion, What has 
brought about this change in hismind? 
Let him give his 1easons. 

A word@bout Mr. Lambie’s report to 
the Council. He states that his sewer 

39 cubic feet per second, 
aton’s will discharge 40 
per secund, running two- 
thirds full. This is not a fair compar- 
ison. Lambie’s sewer will discharge 
26 cubic feet per second, ruaning two- 
thirds full, with a velocity of 5.3 feet 
per second. Eaton’s wil! discharge 40 
cubic feet, running two-thirds full, with 
a ng vee of four feet per second but 
with both sewers running two-thirds 
full, and with the same velocity (four 
feet per second), Eaton’s will discharge 


and that 
cubic feet 


40 and Lambie’s about 20 cubic feet per 


second, or, in other words, Eaton’s 
sewer is double the effective capacity of 
Lambie’s, in view of the fact that the 
Los Angeles brick—of which the sewer 
is to be constructed—should not be sub- 
jected toa greater velocity than four 
feet per second 

I am confident from what I have 
seen of the qualities of the two ma- 
terials, that the best Los Angeles brick 
do not compare with the hard-burned 
sewer brick used in the East, nor can 
such be made out of our material. In 
the East the highest velocity adopted, 
in practice, is five feet per second. I 
have been counected with sewer work 
where it was necessary to remove tle 
inverts of some old sewer, 
and thus had a good opportunity 
to observe the erosive effect of 
the current. Where too high a velocity 
was adopted the brick were almost 
worn through, and that where the ma- 
terial was of the very best of hard- 
burned brick. I feel perfectly justified 
in making the statement that Mr 
Lambie will commit an error if he 
adopts a velocity of more than four feet 

r second in his sewer, especially as 
it is an outfall sewer, which is not a 
**simple matter,’’ asa member of the 
Council has stated, but the most im- 
portant part of the whole system.

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OUR BOYS AND GIRLS. 


A TALK AROUT MANY THINGS 
THE SEAS. 


The Little Tender Feet-—Peasant 
Women's Shoes—The Littie swiss 
Doli—fhe Owl and How it Was 
Made~—lIts Fine Feathers. 


_ I was sitting one day last week in a 
pretty room in Santa Barbara, looking 
up at what I supposed to be a very fine 
specimen of a stuffed owl. How beau- 
tiful and smooth its feathers looked. 
How life-like were its feet, even t@the 
toes! Its face was natural and round, 
_and its great eyes stured at me in the 
most owi-like manner imaginable. 
“Well, well, Mr. Owl,” I said, “‘you 
were a handsome bird once, and I be- 
lieve I will take acloser jook at you.” 
So l reached up and took him down, 
and what was my suiprise to discover 
that he had never been aiive at all, 
and had never stayed out ail night in 
the darkness. but that he was just a 
wooden affair, so perfectly carved and 
colored that an owl itselt might be ex- 
cused for beveving him to be one of his 
Own family. 

I told my friends how astonished I 
was, the bird did look so very natural. 

“Where did you get this marvelous 
piece of workmanship?” I asked. 

They told me that they found it 
abroad, I am not quite’ positive 
whether it was in Switzerland or not, 
and they suid that in the winter season 
many of the people were very Dil8y in 
their manufacture, in orde: to have 
them ready for the tourists who came 
to them in the spring. But you will 
be surprised to learn that the only tools 
used in making these life-like birds isa 
sharp knife and a hot iron. They cut 
them out with their knives, and the 
feathers are colored by scorching the 
wood with the point of the heated iron. 
They have no carvers’ tools other than 
these, soI think that they must be 


wonderfully ingenious to produce such 
fine results.

After I had tooked the bird over, I 
came upon a little Swiss doll, dressed 
in the costume of that people. It had 
fair, flaxen hair, and blue eyes, and its 
dress was of some black stuff, trimmed 
about the bottom with bright scarlet. 
It wore a low black bodice, underneath 
which was a white waist which fitted 
enugly about the neck, with full 
sleeves, which came just below the el- 
ws. The low-cut bodice was trimmed 
th bright silver buttons, while about 
the neck was a pretty silver chain 
which looked very ornamental indeed. 
On her head was a black hat, the round 
crown of which was of straw, and the 
wide brim of fine black lace. But then 
the doll had on something else 
which I suppose the little 
girls who play with these dollies 
must think | grand indeed, It was 
a wide — silk apron which covered 
all the front of her dress, sewed up in 
straight seams, with never a ruffle or 
rounded corner, or a pocket upon it. 
Our little American girls would not be 
satisfied with an apron made in this 
way, and yet the dollie looked rather 
nice, like some little giz] who had come 
from across the sea. But of all the 
curious things which my friends showed 
meé, perhaps you would think the queer- 
est were the wooden shoes worn by 
some of the peasant women of Europe. 
The tops of these wooden shoes were 
smooth, and shaped like the soles of 
our own shoes.. Underneath, at the 
, was high wooden ‘heel three or 
four inches high, which grew smaller to- 
ward its close There was ahigh ‘*heel”’ 
also at the toes,.andin the center of 
the sole the wood was cut out, so that 
the sole at that point was quite thin, 
leaving a little.archway between the 
two “heels.”? Over the front of the 
sole, tacked to the sides, extends two 
leather straps covered with green cloth 
and bound with bright starlet braid, 
which are laced together over the top 
of the foot. These are what hold the 
shoes in place upon the foot and pre- 
vent them from slipping off. But I am 
sure that when the wearers walk they 
must make a_ terrible clatter, 
for there is nothing to _ pre- 
vent the backs from fying up and 
down with every step that is taken. 
They are worse than the slippers which 
the Chinese wear, and look much less 
comfortable and tidy. -I saw some lit- 
tle onesvfor the children, and I think 
that their poor little tender feet must 
ache sadly when they are first com- 
pelled to put them on. Are you not 
glad that you are not obiiged to wear 

such shoes as these ? 


Here comes a letter to me from Min- 
nesota, which I know is a very cold 
place in the winter season. I have 
some friends here in Los Angeles who 
used to live there, but who are glad 
enough to come here to live and escape 
the snow, the vold and the blizzards of 
that section:

Here is a letter from Arizona that I 
know all the boys and girls will enjoy 
reading: 

GLOBE (Ariz.), Aug. 4, 1888. 

Mrs. Otis: Seeing in THE TIMES a 
letter that was written to you from my 
brother, I thought I would try my hand 
at writing letters toa newspaper. ‘To 
begin with, I am a year older than my 
brother, and, although I am not a 
scribe, I try and da my best. I have 
been going to school, but we havea 
vacation which will last, perhaps, at 
least six months. I will tell you how I 
pass away time. I have a pair of 
nanny goats, which I hitch up in har- 
ness to my wagon. I had a great old 
time in training those goats. When I 
first hitched them uP they ran away 
with me, wagon and all, and came near 
having asmash-up.

I also have a gray squirrel, which I 
caught in the hills back of our house. 
He is acute little fellow, and he is get- 
ting quite tame, but he. will snap at 
you and try to bite if he gets a chance. 

I own a burro, too. I entered her 
in the races for burros on the 4th, and 
- brother rode ber, and beat every

had an easy time of winning. I got 
$2.50 for winning the race. This burro 
is very tame. Icall her Jennie. All l 
have to dois to get some bread and 
call, ‘‘Jennie!’’ and she will come run- 
ning to me pretty lively. 

Lam trying to get a collection of 
birds’ eggs. I have 20 different kinds 
now. hen I first came to Arizona I 
thought 1 never would like it, but Ll 
have more fun here than I had in San 
Francisco when | was there. Globe is 
a little mining town which is situated 
about 90 miles from a railroad in a val- 
ley called the Salt River Valley (not 
the Salt River where all defeated can- 
didates go), but you can bet Mr.Grover 
Cleveland will go there this year. 

It is rather warm insummer but is 
always pleasant. The winters are very 
cold and snow often falls 6 inches deep. 
There is always snow on the mountains 
nearly all the year round 

We have in our front yard a lot of 
shade and fruit trees which make our 
— nice and cool during the warm

here are some good copper mines 
here; ong them is the Old Globe 
mine, which gives work to 150 men. 
There are also some good silver mines. 
The Silver King mine is one of the 
best. Itis about 30 miles from here. 
Gold is washed here during the season 
of Mayto September. It is mostl 
done by Chinamen. They make goo 
wages atitjust the same. Our county 
ships a good many cattle to California. 
here are 4 good many Indians called 
Apaches. The reservation is 80 miles 
from here, where there are nearly 5000 
of those copper-colored creatures. The 
men, or bucks, never work. They 
make the squaws do the work, In 
summer these squaws bring wild hay 
into town, and it sells readily. They 
often pack a hundred pounds. They 
bail the hay and tie a rope around it, 
and pack the bundle on their backs, 
putting the ro on their forehead. 
Some of these Indians are terrors, old 
Geronimo being one of them, while 
others settle down to farming and live 
a peaceful life. Indians are as a rule 
all good when they are dead.. Some of 
them make curious things. The Nav- 
0 Indians make a blanket called the 
avajo blanket. Wild animals are not 
numerous here. There are centipedes 
and tarantulas and horned toads. Did 
you ever - to make a horned toad go 
to.sleep? I have one, and all I have to 
do is to pat his head for a few moments 
and he is asleep. 

We have a mocking bird and heisa 
dandy singer. He mocks everything 
he hears. 

Kite time is coming, and I will have 
to be making me one. Last year I 
made a big cloth kite, and I would get 
up on some hill and setit up. Butmy! 
didn’t ifypull? It was all I could do to 
hold it. 

By the way, I am quite a miner. I 
have dug a tunnel in our back yard and 
I have built a road to the mine. I call 
it the Play Fair mine. I have my team, 
and play [ am hauling ore to the mill. 
But it is getting hard igging now, and 

have to shut down for repairs. I 
might go on and tell.you lots more, but 
Ut won’t be so mean and take up all 
your valuable space. Hoping to see 
this in your paper, I remain your dis-

The Republican Tariff Bill. 


It is stated that the Senate Tariff 
Bill will be ready to be reported to the 
Senate this week. The committee en- 
gaged in formulating this bill has been 
confronted by no easy task. In the 
lirst place, it must present a scheme 
which will reduce the revenue within 
the limits of the amount required for 
aDnual expenses, and for a reasonable 
reduction of the national debt. It 
must accomplish this without impair- 
ing the protection which is due to 
American labor and industries. It 
wuld, of course, be a simple affair to 
raise the duties on foreign goods, so 
that the revenue would be reduced by 
restricting importations. This, how- 
ever, would be a step in the wrong 
The cost of things in gen- 
eral use must not be materially in- 
creased. Oneofthe chief arguments 
which the free-traders have used with 
western farmers is that the tariff in- 


creases the price of what they 
buy. It would be unwise to 
adopt any measure which in- 


volves.even a temporary advance in 
the cost of manufactured goods. An 
increase in the wool duties, which 
would satisfy wool growers, would re- 
quire an equivalent increase of the du- 
ties on woolen goods. This would not 
suit consumers of woelen goods, who 
are not producers of wool. 

A reduction of the whisky tax, while 
it would correspond with the official 
demand of the third party Prohibition- 
ists in their platform—althungh they 
object to its being done by the Repub- 
licans—and might therefore be ex- 
pected to please the total abstinence 
people, would undoubtedly arouse 
much serious objection on the part of 
conscientious enemies of the liquor 
evil, who cannot bring themselves to 
see that cheap whisky would meana 
decreased consumption of that article. 
Recognizing this fact, the Republicans 
propose to remove the tax from 
spirits used otherwise than for 
drinking. Here arises the- diffi- 
culty of ascertaining] the quantitr 
so used and of framing a law that will 
not be evaded. The widest difference 
of opinion prevails as to the proportion 
of spirits consumed for useful purposes. 
Some authorities say’ it is oue half, 
others, including the Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics, say it is trilling, 
not exceeding one-tenth. It is ad- 
mitted that no one knows the truth 
about it, and that it is impossible to as- 
certain the truth. The Senate Com- 
mittee must decide whether to pursue 
what seems to be an impracticable 
plan—the removal of the ‘tax from 
spirits used benefically—or to abolish 
wholly or in part the tax on all spirits. 


It is net, by any means, an easy | 


problem. 


Then there are the sugar. duties— 
more than one-fourth of all tariff du- 
ties and more than any othersa direct 
tax on cousumers. Louisiana voted 
unanimously to put wool on the free 
list and wool growers naturally demand 
that sugar shall have no more 
protection than wool. With much 
show of reason, they urge that long- 
continued protection on sugar has 
failed to produce one-tenth of what 
our people use, while protection on 
wool has furnished 80 per cedt of all 
we use. On the other hand, the Senate 
Committee has to consider the rapid 
growth and promising future of the 
sorghum and beet-sugar_ industry. 
This is a northern industry, and has 
many enthusiastic followers, especially 
in Kansas and California. This fact 
will probably save the sugar industry 
from any very drastic treatment. 

From what we have said, it will be 
seen that the framing of an acceptable 
tariff bill requires a high degree ot 
statesmanship, combined with financial 
ability. The fact that the Republicans 
have decided to introduce a bill 
at. this juncture, when they might 
easily have rested on their oars 
and have made political. capital 
out of the shortcomings of the 
Democratic measure, without inviting 
any comparison with one of their own, 
while greatly to the credit of the grand 
old party, is no more than might have 
been expected of a political organiza- 
tion which has always been ready to 


sacrifice expediency to principle, and 


which would rather lose on the right 


‘side than win on ‘the wrong. What- 


ever shape the Republican tariff bill 
may assume, it may be confidently pre- 
dicted that it will be a measure framed 
in the interest of the whole American 
people, not of any limited section or 
ring. 


After a lingering and most painful 
illness, Mrs. Emma L. Mosher, wife of 
L. E. Mosher, one of the proprietors of 
this paper, succumbed to the inevit- 
able at a late hour yesterday afternoon, 
and crossed the dark River of Death. 

Mrs. Mosher, who has been a brave 
sufferer for several years past, under- 
went a surgical operation on Tuesday, 
the 14th inst., and was making hope- 
ful progress toward recovery, when, on 
Saturday morning last, evidences of 
heart failure were noticed, and death 
resulted from that cause. She died at 
the private hospital, 121 Winston 
street, with her husband, sister and 
physicians at her bedside. The re- 
mains have been removed to the family 


home, on Buena Vista street, and the 
interment will take place tomorrow. 

Mrs. Mosher was a woman of the 
most estimable character, possessing 
the rarest gifts of head and heart—an 
ornament to society, a fond mother, a 
loving wife. Cut off in the very me- 
ridian of life, when her field of useful- 
ness was so large, and when everything 
invited to a life of comfort and happi- 
ness, her loss is to be most deeply de- 
plored, and is a sad blow to husband 
and children. Mr. Mosher has the sin- 
cere condolence of his associates and 
of his wide circle of friends. God sup- 
port and comtort thee, stricken hus- 
band and true man!

tion. 


_. RENE LAFFON last month proposed 


in the French Chamber of Deputies 
the immediate suppression of all re- 
ligious congregations composed of men, 
the confiscation of their properties and 
the introduction into French legisla- 
tion of special penalties on this subject. 
The Chamber, by 254 against-219 votes, 
declared urgency to the ‘measure. 
Public opinion in France is much ex- 
cited over a number of disgusting out- 
rages against morality, which have re- 
cently been brought to light in these 
institutions. The herding together of 
men in enforced celibacy may be re- 
ligious, but itis unnatural, and must 
inevitably lead to lamentable results. 


WHATEVER may happen to Mr. 
Cleveland on this side of the Atlantic, 
he will have the proud satisfaction of 
knowing that he is “‘solid”’ in England. 
The Cobden Club, in its annual report, 
pays him the following compliment: 

“On the continent of Europe tariff wars 
are raging between all the protectionist 
countries, with effects admittedly injurious, 
In the United States President Cleveland’s 
message carries with it the promise of such 
measures of tariff reform as may, in the 
course of a few years, make something 
like a revolution in international trade. 
Not only would tne direct results of open- 
ing the markets of sucha country be enor- 
mous, but, if the United States, hitherto 
the great supporters of protection should 
become satisfied that protection is a delu- 
sion, and that their own best advantage is 
to be found in free trade, such a change in 
their opinion and practice could not fail to 
influence the opinion and practive of the 
rest of the world.”’

BIS WORK DONE. 


Death of Ohief Justice Jones of 
Washington ‘Territory. 

SEATTLE (Wash.), Aug. 19.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Richard Ashbury Jones, 
Chief Justice of the United States District 
Couct for Washington Territory, died sud- 
denly, at 3 o’clock this morning, of dropsy 
of the lungs, aged 58S years. He had been 
suffering fora few weeks, but his illness 
was not censidered serious. He was a na- 
tive of Indiana, went to California in 1850, 
returned east to Minnesota, began the prac- 
tice of law, and attained eminence at the 
bar of that State. He was appointed 
Chief Justice of this Territory in 
April, 1887, ana though 
of Washington but a short time, lived here 
long enough to win the respect, confidence 
and admiration of this Commonwealth. The 
body will be embalmed and sent to Roches- 
ter, Minn., for interment. Judge Jones’s 
death will stop the machinery of the courts 
in thisand the surrounding counties until 
his successor is appointed. The fall term 
was to convene néxt week. Judge Jones’s 
last official act was his decision in the wo- 
man’s suffrage law announced last Tuesday.

Loyalty and Patriotism of the Ger- 
man-Americans—Their Services to 
the Republi@@their interest and 
Duty in the Pending folitical 
Campaign. 


Los ANGELES, Aug. 12.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tur Times.) When a man be- 
comes a citizen of the United States, 
no matter of what nationality he may 
be, ha is to all intents and purposes an 
American, and all distinction between 
the native-born and the adopted citi- 
zen should cease. In political matters

I begin thus because I wish to avoid 
all appearance of regarding German- 
born citizens as a special class of our 
cosmopolitan Nation.

good of their adopted land. Iam also 
well aware that, to their credit, it must 
be stated, Germans, as a rule, believe 
in principles’ and honor in politics, and 
their love of truth and loyalty to prin- 
ciple none dare gainsay.

OBSER- 
ABROAD. 


Butter in Prints and in Packages— 
Size and Qualtity—How to Prevent 
Swarming—ftood Value of Alfalfa. 
-—Notes. 


The subject of what to do with the 
yrape crop is now agitating our grape- 
growers in view of the very low prices 
offered by wine men. The Livermore 
grape-growers are proceeding with 
their undertaking of finding profitable 
uses for grapes. According to the 
Livermore Herald’s report of a recent 
meeting of vine-growers, Chief Execu- 
tive Officer Wheeler, who was present, 
presented an extensive group of facts 
regarding the drying of wine grapes in 
this State for eastern use. He stated 
that he had corresponded with a great 
number of eastern commission men, 
who had all promised to look into the 
matter,and many of whom reported 
an active demand for this cheap class of 
raisin. He had learned that several 
hundred tons were shipped east last 
season, instead of two carloads, as at 
first reported, with good results: Any 
commissien merchant can handle 
rrapes; very few can handle wine. 

A. Scott Chapman of San Gabriel 
one of the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners for the State-at-large, has sent 
his resignation to the Governor. 
Losses through the ravages of the 
white scale, forcing him to abandon 
fruit-growing, are assigned as his rea- 
sop fer withdrawing from the State 
Board of Horticulture. F. A. Kimball 
of National City or N. W. Blanchard 
of Santa Paula may be appointed to fill 
the vacancy. 


Hints from Observation Abroad. 
{Cor. Pacific Rural Press.] 

The farmers, stock-raisers, dairymen 
and manufacturers of California 
should petition the Legislature-to cause 
to be erected a building at Sacramento 
in which shall be exhibited samples of 
grain, fruit, seeds, medicinal plants, 
nuts, dye and starch plants, dry prep- 
arations of fruit similar to the ‘‘pas- 
tilla’ or apple cake of Russia, dried 
and pressed eager wools, leathers, 
cheese, feathéeYs, hairs, cordage mate- 
rial and plants, fibrous materials, 
reeds, wax, etc.—these exhibits to il- 
lustrate the various stages of growth, 
processes of manufacture and manip- 
ulation in foreign countries and at 
home, and plain brief printed refer- 
ences to each item. 

This collection should be in charge of 
acompetent practical man and neces- 
sary assistants. When all this shall 
have been done, then the agricultural 
department of the University at 
Berkeley should be removed into this 
building, and the staff of professors, 
teachers and assistants should be in- 
creased so as to correspond with the 
increased labor. The appropriation 
should be ample and suflicient to carry 
on the work in a first-class mauner. 

The question may be asked, ** Will 
this pay?” The answer may be met 
with in almost any city of Europe. 

If. it would not pay to have these es- 
tablishments they would not be here: 
and yet, go where you will you will 
find them, and, mind you, not only one 
establishment for each province, but 
almost every city in Euro .e has some 
such establishment. I do not meana 
museum of pictures and statues or one 
of art and antiquity, but I mean a col- 
lection of the agricultural and indus- 
trial objects of such a nature as would 
best tend to the adoption of ideas and 
methods profitable to those who are 
employed in the several branches of 
industry. Thereby we may be enabled 
to tread close up to the heels of pro- 
gress. 

That such an establishment. will be 
in California there can be no doubt; 
then why not haveit now? Our in- 
dustries in their present state of in- 
fancy require assistance now more 
than in time tocome, for we are now 
laying the foundation of the future 
reputation of the industrial character 
of our State. 

We would find it profitable, too, to 
adopt the “‘police”’ regulation of Ger- 
many in the matter of insect-pest ex- 
termination. An owner or renter who 
will not adopt remedies for the exter- 
mination of destructive or dangerous 
insects should be arrested and impris- 
oned, and his place dsinfected thor- 
oughly by the Fruit Pest Inspector, or 
his assistants, at the expense of the 
owner or renter. 

The question of labor is, to a great 
extent, a question of management. A 
poor manager’*with the best of help 
will, in all probability, show a poor re- 
ent, or even r labor, will gener 
produce 

‘One dollar a day and board may at 
first sight appear te be a high price for 


orchard and vineyard work, but when 
properly age it will be found that, 
as a rule, the average dollar-a-day- 


and-board man will do more and better 
work than does the franc-and-a-half- 
day man in Europe—I meau more in 
the sum total value, for in the first 
oat much of the time of the European 
aborer is wasted in going to and fro 
from the village in which he lives to 
the farm on which he works, and when 
~ at werk his movements are so clumsy 

and slow as to make his labor worth no 
more than he receives. The same work- 
man transplanted to America soon 
learns to adapt himself to the new 
order of things, and soon learns to ac- 
complish as much in an hour as he 
formerly did in half a day.¢ 

The labor trouble in California or- 
shards and vineyards does not al- 
vogether rest with the laborer; some- 
times the proprietor or his overseers 
are at fault. Gruff commands, surley 
orders, r food, and a hay-stack bed 
are not likely to engender faithful and 
conscientious work. ‘The progressive 
tendency of our age demands a knowl- 
edge of and a compliance to the rules 
governing successful undertakings; 
sven aS we cannot subdue a vicious 
horse by gruff commands, surly 
orders, poor food, and a dirty bed, so 
is it more improbable to win the good 
will of a man by the same methods. 

The introduction of coolies will not 
remedy matters, but, on the contrary, 
it will work a grievous wrong to the 
owner, the free laborer, to the State 


and to the Nation; besides, I have 


never yet seen the coolies that could, 
in the long run, outwork an independ- 
ent and faithful free laborer. I have 
tried them side by side end time and 
again. 

Other and more progressive means 
should be adopted in the employment 
of free white labor. The food should 
oe clean and well cooked, the lodging 
shonld be comfortable, orders should 
be civen in a firm yet inoffensive man- 
uw) «nda system of awards in addi- 
lint Lo the stipulated wages should be 
rated. as a mene of profit 
or a‘Tew acres 0 ound, for a 

class of faithful hands

piece of ground should be set aside fo 
the family, on condition that faitht. 
service willina given time give him 
deed to the homestead aud two « 
three acres. 

Liis wife and (if he has apy) childre 
could be taught to do some such hand 
work about the place as would pro, 
erly come within their sphere, and } 
time there would spring up happy vi.

Size and Quality. 
| Prairie Farmer.] 

Has the size of the animai anything 
to do with the quality of the beef, be- 
yond the fact that one in good condi- 
tion makes better beef that one in 
poor? Does the size of the cow have 
anything to do with the quality of her 
milk? Does the size of the mess neces- 
sarily have anything to do with its 
quality? Does the cow that gives the 
smallest mess always produce the rich- 
est milk? Do the smallest Jerseys give 
the richest milk? Does the Jersey that 
gives the smallest mess give the richest 
milk? | 

If these questions cannot be an- 
swered in the aflirmative, then there is 
a screw loose somewhere in the reason- 
ing of men who assume that a large 
mess of milk is, as.a rule, inferior “in 
quality, thereby implying that the 
Small mess must be rich. ‘The fact is 
that size has nothing to de with the 
matter, but selection and breeding 
have. The small size of the Jersey is 
an accident, to a great extent, while 
the rich quality of milk has been 
secured by selection and line breeding, 
if not inbreeding for many genera- 
tions. 

The Friesian cow is large, and she 

ives a large mess of milk, because she 

as been bred from time immemorial 
with these ends in view. Her mess, 
however, is not so much larger than 
that of the ‘Jersey, when we consider 
her size, and there joes not appear to 
be any reason in nature why her mess 
of milk, by careful Selection and 
breeding, may not be raised to the 
quality of the Jersey. If the latter 
gives 30 pounds of milk a day, from 
which three pounds of butter is made, 
why may nota cow twice her size give 
60 pounds of Inilk a day, from which 
six pounds of butter can be made, 
without any more tax on the system in 
the one case than in the other? 

Fat is an element in nature that is 
easily obtained, and the appropriation 
of it does not materially exhaust the 
soil. Butter-production does not as 
rapidly impoverish the soil as cheese 
or beef-production does. But, to se- 
cure the carbonaceous element in the 
form of butter fat, we must induce a 
peculiar physiological condition of the 
cow. Just what that condition is, and 
just how to best secure it, are two 
things to be found out. We now only 
know that by carefully selecting and 
breeding from cows that have the 
physiological tendency to secrete butter 
fat, we not oni. can transmit that 
tendency to the offspring but increase 
and intensify it. The subject is oue 
worthy of the most careful attention of 
scientists. 

It may be that we shall never be able 
to tell why one family, of bovine ani- 
mals is given to the secretion of butter 
fats, and another puts fat around the 
kidneys and among the muscles, any 
more than we can tell why one seed 
produces white corn and another 
yellow, or why one seed pro 
duces wheat and another corn. We 
cannot change the nature of either, so 
faras we yet know,and perhaps we 
cannot change the innate qualities of 
the animal. But we can depend upon 
the seed being true to its kind. and on 
this fact we can base ‘our practice, so 
as to secure enough of the kind that 
we want. Possibly we ean rear cows 
of large size that will give large yields 
of milk of superior quality, the yield 
always being proportioned to the size, 
without detriment. to the constitution 
of the animal. We may yet get the Jer- 
sey quality into the Friesian milk. The 
idea is worth considering, and we be- 
lieve an effort in that direction is 
worth making. The suggestion is 
made for what it may be worth. 


Butter in Prints and Packages. 

| American Cultivator. | 

In the best retail butter markets 
there isa very general preference for 
the “‘print’”? form. Purchasers want 
their butter attractive in appearance, 
and so they select the small rolls, pats 
or blocks, round, square or brick- 
shaped, generally bearing some design 
or trademark stamped or pressed upon 
the butter, which gives to this class of 
the article the name of ‘‘prints.”” This 
preference is simply one of the many 
pieces of evidence, afforded by retail 
markets, of the clese relation of the 
eye and and the importance 
of ‘‘the looks of the thing’? in selling 
any food product. 

There is another side, however, to 
the print-butter subject, which is not 
often considered. Those persons most 
particular about their butter regard its 
most important qualities to be’ sweet- 
ness, freshness and high flavor. We all 
know butter to be an extremely perish- 
able produce, injured, even when care- 
fully made, by exposure to air and the 
contaminations which are conveyed in 
the air. Thisis the reason so much 
attention has been given to butter 
packages of all kinds. The more but- 
ter is exposed to the air, the greater 
are the chances of its injury. The print 
form, especially if the prints are smail, 
offers the greatest-surface exposure. 
The ‘‘print”’ is the very worst form in 


which butter Gan be put for preserv- | 


ing its delicate flavors. Small rolls 
stand best in this. respect. In both 
cases the danger of injury is lessened 
by wrapping in a napkin or cloth sat- 
urated with brine. The waxed or 
parchment paper which has come into 


use within a few years also furnishes |- 


a good protection. If butter is to be 
printed at all,every print or lump 
should be carefully and closely wrapped 
in the water-proof paper, to make a 
pecxage as nearly air-tight as possible, 
before leaving the dairy-room where it 
is made. Thus protected, if well cooled 
and firm, the closer the prints are 
pa and kept, till sold or used, the 
tter. ‘To facilitate close packing the 
square and brick forms are preferable 
tu the roll and round print or ‘‘pat.”’ 

But there i3 another objection to 
printing butter. The best. judges of 
butter and most successful makers, at 
the present day, advise handling it, 
with or without tools, as little as possi- 
ble. ‘*Working’’ is almost omitted in‘ 
some of the most particular dairies, 
and much butter from large creameries 
having the highest reputation is actu- 
ally not worked at all. In making 
print butter, however, a good deal of 
manipulation is necessary. Very gen- 
erally, the whole process of putting 
into print form is just so much extra 
handling, after the butter is at its best. 
This needless handling or working in- 
jures the grain of the butter. Over- 
working is the most common fault in 
butter. 

If butter is packed into a tub, jar or 
other package, as directly from the 
churn as possible, these serious objec- 
tions to print butter: are avoided. I 
wonder that housekeepers and small

x, eight and ten pounds have become 
‘ite popular. But, while cheap and 

mvenient, wood is by no means the 
-3t material in which to pack butter. 
‘lass is the best, or reelain, and 
coneware next. For local trade, or 
‘ear-by consumers, [ know of nothing 
etter than well-glazed stone jars. 

When serving a nice article of butter 
o private families and other custom- 
+3 who had been accustomed to rolls, 
yalls and prints, I was soon able to 
vonvince them that they could get a 
petter article, and keep it easier and 
yetter, by packing in bulk from 2 to 12 
vounds in stone jars. The butter is 
thus protected from the air, and its 
rrain and flavors well preserved. More- 
over the maker is saved the labor and 
actual expense of putting the butter 
into print form, and this is guite an 
item. 


How to Prevent “warming. 
Hubbard in Gleanings. | 

For several years past I have been 
running over 100 colonies, principally 
for honey in sections, and have had my 
patience sorely tested by after-swarm- 
ing, which would result in leaving 
hundreds of partly-filled boxes ou the 
parent hive. After exhausting, with- 
out benefit, most of the remedies sug- 
gested in manuals, | adopted the fol- 
lowing plan, which I do not remember 
having seen in print: Let the colony 
swarm Once, if necessary, and mar 
the date on the hive. 
week, when the queen cells and brood 


are all capped, cut out and destroy ev-}. 


ery cell in the hive. The colony. is now 
hopelessly queenless, which it will dis- 


cover in the course of another week. } 


They will not often swarm with- 
out a queen, and the colony 
thus treated will abandon the 
swarming impulse and finish the sec- 
tions. When they have settled down 
to business, with a handful of ripe cells 
from good stock, pass in front of the 
hives, and, coming to one marked 
‘‘queenless,’’ either pick open a hatch- 
ing cell and let the queen run in at 
the entrance; or, if the*well is not 
mature, lay it at the entrance. In the 
latter plan, the bees will immediatel 
cluster and remain. on the cell until it 
hatches, and is much easier than to 
lift off surplus boxes to insert it be- 
tween brood frames. Now erase from 
this hive the queenless mark and go to 
the next. The above plan I practised 
the past season, and, although I never 
saw bees have the fever worse than in 
June last, all colonies this treated 
were effectually quieted. The above 
lan retains in the old hive a large 
y of young workers, and the queen 
will be just the right age to fil 
hive with young bees in the fall for 
wintering. And last, but not least, 
this method enables the apiarist to in- 
troduce his best stock into inferior 
colonies. 


Food Value of Alfalfa. 
Careful tests recently made by Prof. 
E. R. Voorhees, chemist of the State 
agricultural experiment station of New, 
Jersey. shows that in’ the chemical,

fat and 45 per cent. more protein and 
fat than the average for dry clover: 
(red). For feeding purposes alfalfa is 
practically identical in chemical com- 
position with the best wheat bran. The 
most marked difference occurs in the 
ash—alfalfa exceeding the bran..by 
more than 50 per cent. as regards the. 
total amount present. A ton of the, 
bran contains nine times as much 

hosphoric acid as a ton of alfalfa hay, 
a ton of the hay contains twice as 
much potash as a ton of Bran. ~~

A Delicious Mutton Pie.—Cut the mut- 
ton from che loin, where the chops are 
the most. tender and juicy, then into 
small pieces, which are to be rubbed 
over with garlic and sprinkled with 
whole grains of pepper, salt and melted 
butter.

Charlotte Russe.—Butter a tin mold; 
line the bottom and sides with lady 
fingers. Whipa pint of cream until 
quite firm, and put it on the ice. Dis- 
solve half an ounce of gelatine in about 
a sherry glass of bot water; then add 
four ounces of Sugar Boil a sberry 
giass of milk; remove it from the fire 
and mix with it four beaten eggs, stir- 
ring rapidiy. Strain the gelatine and 
sugar, and add them, with a teaspoon- 
. ful of vanilla, to the milk and eggs, 
and mix all together. When begin- 
ning to stiffen, add the whipped cream, 
which remove from the bowl with a 
skimmer. so as to drain off all moist- 
ure. Fillthe mold with the cream; 
put it on ice an hour; turn out of the 
mold and serve. 

To Renew the Heels of Stockings.— 
Knitting-in is more economical and 
less clumsy than darning for expert 
knitters. You must unpick the heel in 
the first row, taking up the stitches on 
a needle as you go; after this the last 
row of the heel must be unpicked; 
these stitches must be taken upona 
thread and carefully kept there. The 
heel is now reknit according to the 
shape of the old one, or a different one 
may he substituted. When knitted 
om the stitches on the last needle 

nitted to those on the thread by graft- 
ing. This is done with the end of wool 
left on the last row, and, therefore, it 
must be lon enough to knit a row of 
the heel. If this is carefully worked it 
is next to impossible to detect where 
the old and new parts join.

JAIL BOARDERS KICK. 


The United States Marshal's Pets in 
the County Jail Want Clothe.. 
Yesterday was very quiet in crimiaal 
circles, not a single person being brought 
to the County Jail, and only one or two 
plain drunks at the City Prisor. At the 
County Jail there is much complaint among 
the United States prisoners because they 
are not furnished with clothes, Most of the 
persons brought in are not burdened with a 
very extensive wardrobe. In fact, most of 
them have only whatthey have on their 
backs, and these garments are generally 
very filthy. The county makes provision 
for this emergency by furnishing destitute 
prisoners with shirts, overalls and shoes, 
and Jailer Russel! insists that the prisoners 
shall-keep tiiemselves as clean as the cir- 
cumstances will permit, but the Govern- 
ment makes no provision for the care of its 
prisoners, beyond the payment of asmall fee 
yer diem for their board, which goes to the 
heriff, and as all the prisoners are kept in 
the tanks together when there is a general 
cleaning up, the Government prisoners have 
to be supplied at the county’s expense, as it 
would do no good to have a portion of the 
—— clean and the others with vermin- 
nfested clothing. This has caused no lit- 
tle trouble, as the jailer does not feel au- 
thorized to issue clothing to these prisoners, 
but has to do so for decency’s sake, and 
the county officials think that the General 
Government is wealthy enough to bear the 
expense itself. ‘The matter wili be brought 
up before Marshal Kisley, and he will be 
asked to provide for his men.
